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Ijondon  Jews  Society. 

This  Society  was  founded  in 
1809.  Such  are  the  deep  root- 
e<l  prejudices  of  the  children  of 
Abraham  against  the  Christian 
reli^on,  such  their  scattered 
condition,  and  so  strong  is  their 
present  belief,  wliich  prevailed 
among  them  in  our  Savior’s 
time,  that  all,  who  are  born  of 
Israel  are,  of  course,  the  friends 
of  God,  it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  the  first  efforts  for  their 
convefsion  would  not  be  crown¬ 
ed  with  signal  success.  Those 
who  engage  in  this  labor  of  love 
must  patiently  continue  in  well 
doing  and  fervent  prayer.  The 
prophetic  page  is  sufficient  to 
raise  a  confident  hope  of  ulti¬ 
mate  success  i  but  the  friends 
ofthis  institution  have  other  mo¬ 
tives  to  persevere.  At  the 
fourth  annual  meeting  it  appear¬ 
ed  that  42  Jews  hatf  been  bap¬ 
tized,  and  that  the  Society  was 
then  maintaining  and  educating 
under  its  patronage  62  children. 
Much  has  been  done  to  promote 
the  objects  of  this  Society  by  a 
gntuitous  distribution  of  judi¬ 
cious  essays  calculiited  to  give 
the  Jewisli  people  a  clear  and 
rompendious  acquaintance  with 
the  Christian  dispensation, 
whenever  their  attention  should 
be  seriously  awakened  to  tlie 
*uW»ct. 

The  last  Report  concludes 
with  the  following  remarks, 
which  are  '  offered  as  induce¬ 


ments  to  persevere  in  labor  and 
prayer  for  the  conversion  of  tlie 
Jews  to  the  Christian  faith : — 

“1.  That  there  is  at  this  time 
amongst  ChristianSi  of  various 
ranks  and  denominations,  and 
in  various  parts  of  the  globe,  an 
active  and  increasing  spirit  of 
compassion  towards  the  Jews, 
and  of  benevolent  exertion  for 
their  spiritual  improvement. 

“2.  That  there  exists  on  tlic 
part  of  the  Jews  themselves,  in 
various  places,  a  growing  dispo¬ 
sition  to  inquire  into  the  truths 
of  Christianity,  and  to  receive 
Christian  instruction,  orally  and 
by  books,  both  by  Tracts  and 
the  Nfcw  Testament. 

“3.  That  several  well  autheri^ 
ticated  instances,  in  places  whol¬ 
ly  unconnected  with  each  other, 
have  occurred,  of  Jews  actually 
embracing  Christianity — many 
in  secret,  being  restrained  from 
a  public  profession  by  the  fear 
of  consequences,  but  not  a  few 
also  publicly,  -  and  that  under 
circumstances  peculiarly  free 
(so  far  as  men  can  judge)  from 
suspicion,  and  likely  to  prove 
through  the  blessingofGoil, emi¬ 
nently  instrumental  in  leading 
others  to  examine  and  adopt  the 
great  truths  of  the  Gospel. 

“There  is  yet  another  point 
on  which  your  Committee  can¬ 
not  forbear  to  remark,  and  that 
is 

“4.  The  prevalence  of  an  opin¬ 
ion  among  the  Jews  that  their 
national  conversion  is  not  far 
*  distant.  Some  evidence  in  sup¬ 
port  of  this  conclusion  has  bee* 
cited  in  the  course  of  the  ex* 
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fr^cts  already  given  froni  their  j 
foreign  coiTespnndence.  Tlie 
iinpurtanre  of  the  fact  induces 
them  to  add  the  fullowing. 

“Mr.  Fridenberg  mentions  it 
as  the  opinion  of  some  intelli¬ 
gent  Jews,  who  aflect  them¬ 
selves  to  be  neutral,  ‘That  the 
next  generation  of  the  Jews  will 
all  enter  the  Christian  church, 
and  that  tlie  new  synagogue  is 
the  gradual  transition  to  it.' 

“AJearnedJew  confessed  to 
Mr.  KeilrLchs  of  •  F.lbevOeld, 
that  ‘lie  conceived  the  time 
wlien  the  Messiah  slutuld  ap¬ 
pear,  to  be  elapsed,  and  that 
many  others  ar«  of  the  same 
opinion.’ 

“The  first  of  these  opinions  it 
will  be  observed,  is  wat  of  a 
modern.  Free -thinking  Jew,  who 
does  not  care  much  about  tlic 
matter,  the  latter  is  that  of  a 
more  seridu*  inquirer,  but  who 
is  still  under  Hie  power  of  Judai- 
cal  prejudices.  The  following 
is  the  view  taken  of  the  same 
important  subject  by  a  convert¬ 
ed  Jew.  A  man  well  qualified 
to  form  an  estimate  of  the  fact — 
the  Joseph  Bergmannr  mention¬ 
ed  in  this  Report.  He  thus  ex¬ 
presses  himself ;  ‘Ji  general 
ronrersion  of  the  Jews  appears 
really  to  be  very  near  at  /lond.’ 
And  what  is  the  ground  on 
which  this  learned  Jew  profess¬ 
es  to  rest  this  opimon  ?  Surely 
it  is  one  which  the  members  of 
this  Society  Mitt  notliear  Mith- 
out  emotion  : — ‘Fof,’  says  he, 
'the  Lord  has  raised  a  spirit  of 
compassion  and  love,  towards 
this  so  long  time  neglected  and 
oppressed  people.^  ‘H  is  not  in 
one  city,’  he  proceeds,  ‘or  one 
country  only,  that  active  care 
is  taken  for  their  temporal  and 
eternal  happiness  ;  but  in  many 
countries,  nay  in  different  parts 


of  the  M'orld.’  And  then  he 
specifies  this  Society,  and  the 

Auxiliary  Societies  of  England 
and  Scotland,  and  what  isduin* 
in  the  East  Indies  and  in  Aineri* 
ca. 

“Let  every  friend  of  Israel, 
llieti,  have  his  hands  strength, 
ened  to  exertion,  and  his  heart 
exciteil  to  prayer,  whilst  he  calli 
to  mind  the  promises  with  wliitlt 
the  C/ooimittee  coticlmle  : — 
“Fear  not,  ()  Jacob,  my  ser¬ 
vant,, and  tliou,  Jesurun,  whuml 
have  chosen.  For  1  Mill  paar 
water  uiKin  him  that  is  thirstv, 
and  floods  upon  the  dry  ground ; 

1  Mill  pour  iivy  Spirit  ujhid  thr 
seed,  and  my  blessing  upon  tliin'e 
oftspring  ;  and  they  sliall  spring 
up  as  among  tlie  grass,  as  Mih 
lows  by  the  Mater  courses.! 
‘And-l  M-ill  pour  upon  the  house 
of  David,  and  u|>on  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Jerasalem  the  Spirit 
m-ace  and  supplicacion  ;  and 
they  shall  1o<»k  upon  me  whom 
they  have  pierced,  and  the« 
shall  mourn  fur  him  as  out 
Riournetii  for  his  only  son,  and 
be  in  bitterness  fur  him,  as  ont 
that  is  in  bitterness  for  his  first 
born.”

me  ability.  It  is  said,  -we  are 
4!,)t  siifticient  of  ourselves  to 
t!:ir.k  any  thing  as  of  ourselves  ; 
ia  r.s  (Iwellefh  no  good  thing; 
e\erv  good  gift  and  every  pt‘r- 
fect  *  gift  is  from  above,  and 
even  the  preparation  of  flie 
heart  is  froiii  tlie  Lord.  If  tins 
be  true,  it  is  unreasonable  that  1 
fthuuld  be  re(]uired  to  make  me 
anew  heart-  It  is  said,  when 
Paul  and  Barnhlias  preached  to 
t!)e  (ientiles,  as  many  as  were 
onlained  to  eternal  life  believ- 
«1 Why  tlien,  says  the  ob¬ 
jector,  does  he  find  fault  with 
the  unbelief  of  those  w  hom  he 
dill  not  ordain  to  receive  the 
gift  of  faith  r”  Nay  but,  O 
man,  who  art  thou  that  replies! 
against  God  r  Such  objections 
are  a  gross  perversion  of  the 
most  wholesome  trutha,and  cMi- 
vert  them  into  deadly  poison. 
Why  do  you  conclude  you  are 
not  one,  whom  (iod  hatli  design¬ 
ed  for  merev  ;  Because  it  is 
thus  revealetf  r  No.  Then  you 
impeach  his  goodness  and  de¬ 
spise  his  truth  to  conclude  that 
he  is  designing  you  for  a  vessel 
of  w  rath,  when  he  stands  with 
open  arms  beseeching  you  to  be 
reconciled.  But  say  you,  I  can¬ 
not  come  unless  he  draw  me. 
True,  but  your  conclusion  is 
not  goml.  This  you  offer  to 
nan  as  an  e,vcune  why  you  arc 
not  religious  ;  rather  plead  it 


with  God  as  a  reosoa  why  you 
need  his  assistance.  Tliis  wifi 
effectually  repose  you  in  the 
arms  of  bis  mercy,  and  such  is 
the  design  and  tendency  of  tlia 
doctrine  in  question.  t)o  this, 
and  you  will  have  done  forever 
with  objections  of  this  sort.  Be¬ 
cause  you  are  not  sufficient  of 
vourself  to  tlrink  any  thing  j 
because  you  are  absolutely  dc- 
pendarit  on  God  for  a  disposi- 
lioB  to  love  an<l  ability  to  serve 
him,  you  infer  that  his  require- 
meats  are  unreasonable.  If 
your  entire  dependance  frees 
you  from  obligation,  then  you 
are  under  no  obligation  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  support  of  animal 
life,  for  you  arc  as  dependant 
here,  as  you  are  in  performing 
any  religious  duty,  or  act  of 
worship.  But  it  is  euongh  to 
answer  every  objection  of  this 
sort,  that  God,  who  cannot  erf, 
makes  the  gospel  requirements. 
Your  objection  will  never  avail 
till  you  prove  him  to  be  un¬ 
righteous. 

Let  the  just  conrJasion  be 
drawn  from  such  premi.ses,  and 
they  will  become  your  support 
insteail  of  stuiabling  block. 
Say,  the  strength  of  roan  U 
weakness  ;  and  what  is  the  le¬ 
gitimate  conclusion  ?  Therefore, 
I  despair  of  help  from  an  arm  of 
flesh.  I  am  entirely  depend¬ 
ant  on  God  for  mercy  to  pardon 
and  grace  to  help  in  every  time 
of  need.  He  is  ready  to  par¬ 
don,  his  grace  ia  sufficient ; 
therefore,  1  will  renounce  all 
hope  and  dependance  in  created 
strength,  and  trust  in  the  Lord 
Jehov.vi;,  in  whom  is  everlast¬ 
ing  strength.  Then  vou  will 
experimentally  know  tbe  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  apostle  when  he  saiih^ 
1  glory  in  infirmity  that  tl«e 
power  of  Christ  may  rest  on  roe  i 
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for  when  I  am  weak,  then  am  I 
strong,  strong  in  the  Lord,  and 
in  the  power  of  his  might. 

When  Paul  and  Harnabas 
preached,  if  all  who  l)elieved 
were  ordained  to  eternal  life, 
you  ask.  how  are  those  to  blame 
who  did  not  believe  ?  Christ 
answers  this  question  in  general, 
when  he  says,  “This  is  the  con¬ 
demnation  that  light  has  come 
into  the  world,  and  men  loved 
darkness  rather  than  light,  be¬ 
cause  tl»eir  deeds  were  evil.?* 
*Tis  their  free  choice  who  live 
in  sin.  Christ  hath  warned 
them  of  their  danger  ;  com¬ 
mands  and  entreats  them  to  re¬ 
turn  ;  he  hath  abundantly  ex¬ 
pressed  his  willingness  to  take 
them  by  the  hand,  and  conduct 
them  to  heaveu,  and  if  they 
scorn,  they  alone  must  bear  it. 
How  well  then  hath  the  poet  said, 
^KJharge  not,  with  light  sufficient, 
and  left  free, 

Thy  wilful  tuicide  on  God’s  de¬ 
cree,” 


UNION  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

This  Society  Wiis  organized 
at  Royalton,  Ntiv.  1,  1820,  and 
was  entitled  “The  Education 
Society  in  tlie  Eastern  part  of 
Vermont.”  The  first  annual 
meeting  was  held  at  Norwich, 
South  Society,  on  the  7th  inst. 
when,  as  it  was  expected,  the 
Society  would  unite  the  efforts 
of  tlie  friends  of  Education  So¬ 
cieties  in  the  Western  part  of 
New-Hampshire  with  the  East¬ 
ern  part  of  Vermont,  it  was 
unanimously  voted, that  it  should 
thereafter  be  entitled,  “Union 
Education  Society.” 

At  the  opening  of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  Kev.  Dr.  Burton  delivered 
an  appropriate  and  impressive 
aermon  from  Exodus,  xiv.  15v 


It  appeared  by  the  Report  d 
the  Directors  at  this  meeting, 
that  eleven  young  men  havi 
been  approved  as  Umeficiarie*. 
that  all  except  two  have  been 
assisted  more  or  less  from  the 
funds  of  the  Society  ;  that  one, 

Mr.  Amasa  Jones,  m  the  latter 

part  of  the  winter,  accented  aa 
ap|M>intment  to  join  the  Mission 
family  to  tlie  great  Usages  ot 
Miss^ouri  ;  that  the  remaining 
eight  have  reluctantly  applieil 
for  assistance  :  that  all  We 
observed  the  strictest  ecunoniT, 
and  most  of  them  by  occasional 
labor  have  principally  defrayed 
the  expense  of  their  board ; 
where  they  have  ''studied  at 
Academies  their  tuition  has  been 
principally  paid  from  the  fund^ 
of  this  Society,  except  whathai 
been  answered  by  orders  on  the 
Treasurer  of  Tlietford  Acade¬ 
my,  which  has  almost  inva¬ 
riably  been  done  in  favor  of 
those,  who  pursued  their  studies 
at  that  institution. 

It  further  appeared  that  or¬ 
ders  have  been  granted  to  the 
amount  of  SI  B5  94, besides, much 
has  been  subscribed,  and  fur¬ 
nished  in  ''oard  to  approved 
beneficiaries. 

The  Directors  state,  that 
“Before  the  existence  of  thu 
Society,  associations  were  form¬ 
ed  in  many  towns,  which  hid 
atlorded  assistance  to  several 
young  men,  who  are  now  nnm- 
bereif  among  the  beneficariesol 
this  Society,  to  the  amount  of 
several  hundred  dollars.”

MAnuK  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

In  Maine  are  about  130  Con- 
p-egational  Churches,  of  which, 
more  than  one  third  are  desti¬ 
tute  of  Pastors..  At  the  last 
muiversary  of  this  Society, 
it  appeared,  that,  during  the 
preciidin^  .year,  the  Society 
had  furnished  missionary  ser¬ 
vice  to  various  destitute  places 
within  the  State  to  the  amount 
»f  about  200  weeks. 

The  receipts  during  the  year, 
including  the  unexpected  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  fonneryear  SLl^^ 
were  83,214  89.  The  dis- 
hursementa,  8l>r9U  72  ;  leaving 
» balance  of  81,424  17. 


I  ‘Two  gentlemen  not  long 
since,  as  they  were  riding  in  the 
stage,  fell  into  conversation  on 
the  various  benevolent  objects 
of  the  day.  At  length  one  pro^ 
posed  that,  if  the  other  would 
do  the  same,  he  would  engage  to 
pay  for  the  education  of  as  many 
chlUtren  in  Ceylon,  as  there 
were  members  in  iiis  own  fami¬ 
ly,  reckoning  himself,  his  wife, 
and  four  children  ;  that  is,  872 
dollars  annually  for  six  vears. 
Tlic  other  gentleman  had  two 
children,  and,  of  course,  848  a 
year  would  bt*  his  payment, 
which  he  readily  engaged  to 
make.  Thus  in  a  few'  moments, 
S12(»  annually  were  pledged  for 
six  years,  towanl  the  Christian 
education  of  destitute  heathen 
children.  Jronsharueneth  iron, 
so  a  man  sharpeneth  the  roitw- 
tenance  of  his  friend.  Let  all 
Christians  provoke  one  another 
to  love,  and  to  good  works.
